The General Starts with an Expedi- 
tion of 1,500 Men. 


HIS OBJECT TO CAPTURE SANTA CRUZ. 


News of the Result of the Movement 
Anxiously Awaited — Admiral 
Dewey Declares He Is Not a 
Presidential Candidate 


Manila, April 10.—An expedition of 
1,500 men, under Maj. Henry W. Law- 
ton, which started Sunday night with 
the intention of crossing Laguna de 
Bay, capturing the town of Santa Cruz, 
on the eastern shore of the lake and 
then sweeping the country to the 
south, consists of 200 picked sharp- 


shooters, chosen from the various regi- 


ments, Hawthorne’s mountain battery, 
Gale’s squadron, three troops of the 
Fourth cavalry, unmounted, with 
Bronko’s and Tappan’s battalions of 
the Fourteenth intantry, Linck’s bat- 
talion of the First Idaho infantry and 
Fraino’s battalion of the First North 
Dakota infantry, under General King. 
The flotilla of 20 canoes, towed by tugs 
and convoyed by the gunboats Laguna 
de Bay, Oeste and Rapidan, and pre- 
ceded by the launch containing Gen. 
Lawton and Gen. King, started from 
San Pedro Macati, on the river Pasig, 
moving toward the lake just as even- 
ing was setting in. It was a truly pic- 
turesque scene. The men were all in 
high spirits and earried rations for 
tenadilys, with the lightest marching 
equipment. 
Lawton’s Plans. 

Gen, Lawton’s plan was to reach San- 
ta Cruz Sunday morning at day- 
break, to capture or destroy any rebel 
gunboats or shipping, to take the town 


and then to scour the country to the 


south of the lake, a district not yet ex- 
plored by the Americans. The tactics 
will be those of the old-time frontier 
fighting, and it is probable that the 
command will be divided into squads of 
12, under noncommissioned officers. 

In Gen. Lawton’s absence the second 
division is temporarily commanded by 
Gen. Ovenshine, whose lines extend 
from the beach near Malate, south of 
Manila, to the shore of the Luhuna de 
Bay, beyond Pasig, a distance of about 
seven miles. The withdrawal of the 18 
companies constituting the expedition- 
ary force made a gap in the line from 
the beach’ to Culiculi, just south of San 
Pedro Macati, which was subsequently 
filled by the Fourth regular infantry. 
The rebels on the extreme right had evi- 
dently been informed of the withdrawal 
of the troops, and they attempted to 
sneak through after nightfall, but they 
met with a warm reception and fell back 
in disorder on discovering that the line 
was. still intact. i 

Waiting for News, 

Washington, April 10.—The war de- 
partment authorities look for impor- 
tant news from Manila to-day, announce- 
ing in all probability the capture of the 
city of Santa Cruz, a leading town in a 
country as yet untouched by the Amer- 
ican forces and now in the hands of the 
Filipino forces. No report of the move- 
ment of Gen. Lawton’s men has been 
made to the war department, but the 
press announcement occasioned no sur- 
prise, for the move is looked upon as one 
of the natural steps in Gen. Otis’ care- 
fully laid plans against the insurgents. 
Santa Cruz is a place of considerable 
importance in several respects. It is 
the capital of the province of Laguna 
and has a population, according to the 
best available information here, of eon- 
siderably more than 13,000 persons. It 
is regarded as likely that Gen. Lawton 
has already gained possession of this 
iittle stronghold, for it is but a short 
journey over the. bay lagoon, a fresh 
water sea that comes almost up to Ma- 
nila itself, which is 48 miles away from 
Santa Cruz. The details of the dispatch 
show Gen, Lawton, by essaying the for- 
mation of squads of 12 men each, will 
make a thorough reconnaisance of the 
ground before making a definite attack 
upon the city and vicinage. It is felt 
here that there will be only a show of 
resistance by the natives, and then they 
will actually surrender the town or 
abandon it to the southward. The cam- 
paign against the place will serve as an 
object lesson of the determined policy 
of our forces in the islands. 

Is Not a Candidate. 

New York, April 10.—Admira] Dewey 
has give to the Manila correspondent 
of Leslie’s Weekly an interview regard- 
ing the suggestion that the admiral be 
made a, candidate for the nrecidanav 


came chief justice two years later. It 
was from this position that he ascended 
to the bench of the supreme court of the 
United States in 1863. 
Narrow Escape from Murder. 

Perhaps the most exciting event of Jus- 
tice Field’s life was his narrow escape from 
death at the hands of Judge Terry in the 
railroad depot at Lathrop, Cal. Justice 
Field had recently rendered an adverse de- 
cision in the celebrated Althea Hill case, by 
which she was deprived of enjoying the 
result of Judge Sullivan’s decision in the 
superior court of San Francisco, that de- 


Cision having established her as the wife 


of Senator Sharon. 

Miss Hill, or Mrs. Sharon, as she called 
herself, was afterward married to Judge 
Terry, who was the leading counsel in her 
case. She, with her husband, entered the 
dining-room at Lathrop, and, seeing Jus- 


tice Field there, pointed him out to Judge | 


Terry. Terry, who was an intensely pas- 
siongte man, advanced, at the same time 
drawing his revolver. Before he had time 
to use his weapon, however, United States 
Deputy Marshal Nagle, who had been 
specially detailed as Justice Field’s body- 
guard, whipped out his revolver and shot 
Terry dead. 

In 1877 Justice Field was one of the 15 
members of the commission appointed by 
congress to decide upon the counting of the 
electoral vote for president. He was one of 
the seven members who voted that the dis- 
puted votes should be cast for Mr. Tilden, 
the other eight voting for Mr. Hayes, who 
was accordingly declared elected. 

His Retirement. 


Justice Field’s retirement from the su- 
preme court bench occurred December 1, 
1897, and Attorney-General McKenna, of 
California, shortly afterwards was nemi- 
nated to succeed him. He tendered his res- 
ignation in April, 1897, to take effect De- 
cember 1. The president in his letter of 
acceptance of the resignation wrote: 

“Upon your retirement both the bench 
and the country will sustain a great loss, 
but the high character and great ability 
of your work will live and long be remem- 
bered not only by your colleagues, but by 
your grateful fellow countrymen.’’ 

The dead justice made the formal an- 
nouncement of his resignation to his col- 
leagues on the benchina long letter sketch- 
ing his own and the court’s history during 
his extended service. In one part he said: 
“It is a pleasant thing in my memory that 
my appointment came from President Lin- 
coln, of whose appointees I am the last sur- 
vivor. Up to that time there had been no 
representative here of the Pacific coast. 
A new empire had arisen in the west, 
whose laws were those of another country. 
The land titles were from Spanish and 
Mexican grants, both of which were often 
overlaid by the claims of the first settlers. 
To bring order out of this confusion con- 
gress passed an act providing for another 
seat on this bench, with the intention that 
it should be filled by some one familiar 
with these conflicting titles and with the 
mining laws of the coast, and, as it hap- 
pened that I had framed the principal of 
thesie laws and was, moreover, chief justice 
of California, it was the wish of the sen- 
ators and representatives of that state, as 
well as those from Oregon, that I should 
Succeed to the new position. At their re- 
quest Mr. Lincoln sent my name to the 
Senate and the nomination was unanimous- 
iy confirmed.” 

His Work as a Jurist. 

During his incumbency he said he alone 
had written 620 opinions, which, with 57 in 
the circuit court and 365 in the California 
Supreme court, made up a total of 1,042 
cases decided by him in his life. He took 
issue with the styling of the court as an 
aristocratic feature of a republican gov- 
ernment, and said it is the most demo- 
cratic of all. ‘It carries,’ he wrote, 
“neither the purse nor the sword, but it 
possesses the power of declaring the law, 
and in that is found the safeguard which 
keeps the whole mighty fabric of govern- 


“ment from rushing to destruction.’’ 


The court replied in a very feeling letter 
and later called in a body and bade him 
farewell. Since his retirement he had lived 
quietly in his old home, facing the eastern 
section of the capitol grounds. 

Was Once Government Printer. 

Washington, April 10.—Almon M. 
Clapp, at one time United States gov- 
ernment printer, died at his residence 
here at 4:30 o’clock Sunday afternoon, 
in the eighty-eighth year of his age, 
Mr. Clapp was born in Killingly, Corn., 
in 1811 and came from one of the oldest 
families in New England, his ancestors 
having come to this country on the 
Mary and John soon after the landing 
of the pilgrims. He established the Au- 
rora (N. Y.) Standard, and later the 
Buffalo Commercial-Advertiser, and 
still later the Buffalo Express. He was 
a delegate to the Pittsburgh conven- 
tion that founded the republican party, 
and in 1869 was appointed public print- 
er, On retiring from that office in 1877 
he bought an interest in the National 
Republican of Washington. During the 
last 12 or 15 years he has been living in 
retirement, but retained his interest in 
politics. At the time of his death he 
was the president of the Anti-Civil Serv- 
ice league. 


Alger Homeward Bound. 

San Juan de Porto Rico, April 10.— 
secretary of War Alger, with his party, 
left Sunday morning at eight o’clock 
by the transport Ingalls, proceeding di- 
rect for New York, where he should ar- 
rive on Friday. During his stay here 
he received many petitions from mu- 
nicipalities asking financial help and re- 
lief from excessive taxation. The ad- 
ministration of Gen. Guy V. Henry, the 
governor of the island, is understood 
to be entirely satisfactory to the secre- 
tary of war, who entirely approves his 
policy.

Ex-Supreme Court Justice Stephen 
J. Field Passes Away. 


SAD EVENT OCCURS IN WASHINGTON. 


He Had Served the Nation for Thirty- 


Four Year: on Its Highest Tri- 
bunal—A Sketch of His Re- 
markable Life. Sy 


Washington, April 10.—Justice Ste- 
phen J. Field, of the United States 
supreme court, retired, died at his 
home on Capitol hill, in this city, at 
6:30 o’clock Sunday evening of kidney 
complications, About his bedside were 
his wife and her sister, Mrs. J. Condit 
Smith, Mr. Justice David J. Brewer, 
his nephew; ,Mrs. Edgerton, of Cali- 
fornia; Mr. Linton, his private secre- 
tary; Rev. Edward M. Mott, rector 
of the Church of the Advent, and the 


family servants. He had been uncon- |

scious since Saturday morning, and 
death came painlessly. : 

Ever since Justice Field’s retirement 
from the supreme court: bench, on De- 
ceinber 1, 1897, he had enjoyed com- 
paratively good health, and being re- 
lieved from the responsibilities which 
he had borne for so many years, he 
became more cheerful than formerly 
and seemed to enjoy the society of his 
friends and acquaintances more than 
ever before. All during the winter 
when the weather was fair it was his 
custom to take daily drives about the 
city or through the grounds of the 
Soldiers’ home and always returned 
refreshed. 

About two weeks ago, however, he 
took a longer ride than usual in an open 
carriage and contracted a severe cold 
which rapidly developed the kidney 
troubles from which he had suffered, 
though but slightly, for some time. 


The disease readily yielded to treat- 


ment, and on Thursday last he sat up 
for a time and seemed quite himself 


again, but @n Saturday morning a 


change for the worse took place and 
about noon he lost consciousness. From 
that time he sank rapidly and expired 
at 6:30 o’clock. | 
The Burial. | ; 
No arrangements have yet been mad 
for the funeral, nor is it now known 
where he will be buried. Itis probable 
that his remains will be taken to Stock- 
bridge, Mass., where are buried his fa- 
ther and mother and his brothers Cyrus, 
Dudley and Jonathan, two sisters and 
other members of the Field family. It 


is possible, however, that Mrs. Field 


may decide to take his remains to Cali- 
fornia, where a considerable part of his 


active life was passed before President. 


Lincoln appointed him a member of the 
supreme bench.

never had any children, and the only 


surviving member of his father’s family 
is the justice’s youngest brother, Dr.

The results of his long career 
of great mental activity were beginning 
to show themselves in a failing memory 
after his retirement from the bench, 
though his physical health seemed to 
improve a little.

Lawton’s Plans. 

Gen, Lawton’s plan was to reach San 
ta Cruz Sunday morning at day- 
break, to capture or destroy any rebel 
gunboats or shipping, to take the town 
and then to scour the country to the 
south of the lake, a district not yet ex- 
plored by the Americans. The tactics 
will be those of the old-time frontier 
fighting, and it is probable that the 
command will be divided into squads of 
12, under noncommissioned officers. 

In Gen. Lawton’s absence the second 
division is temporarily commanded by 
Gen. Ovenshine, whose lines extend 
from the beach near Malate, south of 
Manila, to the shore of the Luhuna de 
Bay, beyond Pasig, a distance of about 
seven miles. The withdrawal of the 18 
companies constituting the expedition- 
ary force made a gap in the line from 
the beach’ to Culiculi, just south of San 
Pedro Macati, which was subsequently 
filed by the Fourth regular infantry. 
Lhe rebels on the extreme right had evi- 
dently been informed of the withdrawal] 
of the troops, and they attempted to 
sneak through after nightfall, but they 
met with a warm reception and fell back 
in disorder on discovering that the line 
was. still intact. 

Waiting for News, 

Washington, April 10.—The war de- 
partment authorities look for impor- 
tant news from Manila to-day, announc- 
ing in all probability the capture of the 
city of Santa Cruz, a leading town in a 
country as yet untouched by the Amer- 
ican forces and now in the hands of the 
Filipino forces. No report of the move- 
ment of Gen. Lawton’s men has been 
made to the war department, but the 
press announcement occasioned no sur- 
prise, for the move is looked upon as one 
of the natural steps in Gen. Otis’ care- 
fully laid plans against the insurgents. 
Santa Cruz is a place of considerable 
importance in several respects. It is 
the capital of the province of Laguna 

and has a population, according to the 
best available information here, of eon- 
siderably more than 13,000 persons. It 
is regarded as likely that Gen. Lawton 
has already gained possession of this 
little stronghold, for it is but a short 
journey over the bay lagoon, a fresh 
water sea that comes almost up to Ma- 
nila itself, which is 48 miles away from 
Santa Cruz. The details of the dispatch 
show Gen, Lawton, by essaying the for- 
mation of squads of 12 men each, will 
make a thorough reconnaisance of the 
ground before making a definite attack 
upon the city and vicinage. It is felt 

aere that there will be only a show of 
resistance by the natives, and then they 
will actually surrender the town or 
abandon it to the southward. The cam- 
paign against the place will serve as an 
object lesson of the determined policy 
of our forces in the islands.

His Retirement. 

Justice Field’s retirement from the su- 
preme court bench occurred December 1, 
1897, and Attorney-General McKenna, of 
California, shortly afterwards was nomi- 
nated to succeed him. He tendered his res- 
ignation in April, 1897, to take effect De- 
cember 1. The president in his letter of 
acceptance of the resignation wrote: 

“Upon your retirement both the bench 
and the country will sustain a great loss, 
but the high character and great ability 
of your work will live and long be remem- 
bered not only by your colleagues, but by 
your grateful fellow countrymen.’ 

The dead justice made the formal an- 
nouncement of his resignation to his col- 
leagues on the bench in a long letter sketch- 
ing his own and the court’s history during 
his extended ‘service. In one part he said: 
“It is a pleasant thing in my memory that 
my appointment came from President Lin- 
coln, of whose appointees I am the last sur- 
vivor. Up to that time there had been no 
representative here of the Pacific coast. 
A new empire had arisen in the west, 
whose laws were those of another country. 
The land titles were from Spanish and 
Mexican grants, both of which were often 
overlaid by the claims of the first settlers. 
To bring order out of this confusion con- 
gress passed an act providing for another 
seat on this bench, with the intention that 
it should be filled by some one familiar 
with these conflicting titles and with the 
mining laws of the coast, and, as it hap- 
pened that I had framed the principal of 
these laws and was, moreover, chief justice 
of California, it was the wish of the sen- 
ators and representatives of that state, as 
well as those from Oregon, that I should 
Succeed to the new position. At their re- 
quest Mr. Lincoln sent my name to the 
senate and the nomination was unanimous- 
iy confirmed.” 

His Work as a Jurist. 


During his incumbency he said he alone 
had written 620 opinions, which, with 57 in 
the circuit court and 365 in the California 
Supreme court, made up a total of 1,042 
cases decided by him in his life. He took 
issue with the styling of the court as an 
aristocratic feature of a republican gov- 
ernment, and said it is the most demo- 
cratic of all. “It carries,’’ he wrote, 

“neither the purse nor the sword, but it 
possesses the power of declaring the law, 
and in that is found the safeguard which 
keeps the whole mighty fabric of govern- 
“nent from rushing to destruction.” 

The court replied in a very feeling letter 
and later called in a body and bade him 
farewell. Since his retirement he had lived 
quietly in his old home, facing the eastern 
section of the capitol grounds. 

fs Once Government Printer. 

Washington, April 10.—Almon M. 
Clapp, at one time United States gov- 
ernment printer, died at his residence 
here at 4:30 o’clock Sunday afternoon, 
in the eighty-eighth year of his age, 
Mr. Clapp was born in Killingly, Corn., 
in 1811 and came from one of the oldest 
families in New England, his ancestors 
having come to this country on the 
Mary and John soon after the landing 
of the pilgrims. He established the Au- 
rora (N. Y.) Standard, and later the 
Buffalo Commercial-Adver tiser, and 
still tater the Buffalo Express. He was 
a delegate to the Pittsburgh conven- 
tion that founded the republican party, 
gs in 1869 was appointed public aes 

On retiring from that office in 1877 
ee bought an interest in the National 
Republican of Washington. During the 
last 12 or 15 years he has been living in 
retirement, but retained his interest in 
politics. At the time of his death he 
was the president of the Anti- Civil Serv- 
ice league.

Ever since Justice Field’s retirement 
from the supreme court: bench, on De- 
cember 1, 1897, he had enjoyed com- 
paratively good health, and being re- 
lieved from the responsibilities which 
he had borne for so many years, he 
became more cheerful than formerly 
and seemed to enjoy the society of his 
friends and acquaintances more than 
ever before. All during the winter 
when the weather was fair it was his 
custom to take daily drives about the 
city or through the grounds of the 
Soldiers’ home and always returned 
refreshed. 

About two weeks ago, however, he 
took a longer ride thant usual in an open 
carriage and contracted a severe cold 
Which rapidly developed the kidney 
troubles from which he had suffered, 


though but slightly, for some time. 


The disease readily yielded to treat- 
ment, and on Thursday last he sat up 
for a time and seemed quite himself 
morning a 
change for the worse took place and 
about noon he lost consciousness. From 
that time he sank rapidly and expired 
at 6:30 o’clock. 
The Burial. 

No arrangements have yet been iade 
for the funeral, nor is it now known 
where he will be buried. It is probable 
that his remains will be taken to Stock- 
bridge, Mass., where are buried his fa- 
ther and mother and his brothers Cyrus, 
Dudley and Jonathan, two sisters and 
other members of the Field family. It 
is possible, however, that Mrs. 
may decide to take his remains to Cali- 
fornia, where a considerable part of his 
active life was passed before President 
Lincoln appointed him a member of the 
Supreme bench. Justice and Mrs. Field 
never had any children, and. the only 
surviving member of his father’ s family 
is the justice’s youngest brother, Dr.

During several years prior to 
his retirement from the bench the jus- 
tice’s health at times seemed on the 
point of breaking, but he usually recov-

For 
the past year and more those most in- 
timate with him knew that his mental 
powers were becoming somewhat im- 
paired. The results of his long career 
of great mental activity were beginning 
to show themselves in a failing memory 
after his retirement from the bench, 


though his physical health seemed to 
impr ove a little. 


Born in Connecticat. 


Justice Field was born at Hoima. Conn., 
on November 4, 1816, but after he was three 
years old lived for ten years at Stock- 


prominently identified with the remark- 
able family of which he was only one of 
many distinguished members. 

His father was Rev. David D. Field, D, 
D., whose fame filled all New England and 
who was a pioneer in the religious world 
of his time. Cyrus W. Field, famous as the 
projector of the Atlantic cable; David Dud- 
ley Field, the eminent lawyer, and Rev. Dr. 
Henry M. Field, the noted author and re- 
ligious editor, were his brothers, while 
their sister was the mother of ‘Justice 
Brewer. 

The possibilities of the influence of a 
single family upon the material, imtel- 
lectual and moral interests of a great na- 
tion have never been more remarkably ex- 
hibited than in the record of the Field 
family.

The execution 
of this plan would, it is said, involve the 
sending of Rear Admiral Sampson him- 
self in command of the flying squadron, 
This suggestion has not so far taken 
anything like official form, and it was 
said at the navigation bureau that it 
was very unlikely that it would come 
to anything.

A SUGGESTION. 


Since it was first suggested in The 
ereet a public 
building in place of the wretched apol- 
ogy for jail and council ‘hall on Cross 
st., the question has been, where shall 
Numerous suggestions 
have been made on this subject, but to 
Friday evening’s council méeting was 
addressed the first official ‘bit of advice. 
Following are a few extracts from a let- 
ter read before the assemibled council 
and on motion put on file: 

To the Hon. Mayor ard Council of the 

City of Ypsilanti: 

I think it wise for everybody to o'wn 
their own property. Just the same with 
a city.. If you rent, your rent is more 
than your tax will'‘be. If you rent when 
your time is out you wilt have to rent 
again or move, perhaips both. I would 
advise building, but build good so as 
not to have to enlarge or repair in a 
few years, Now let me advise a, little. 
You go about 8 rods south of Buffalo 
st., houses 408and 410. Run through to 
Washington st. for $3,000 or ‘south of 
ihat 4 rods, running from Huron st. to 
Wiasinington st., for $600; or house 422 
for $1,000. Now I would advise taking 
the whole lot, albout 14 by 16 rods on the 
two best streets in Ypsilanti. That 
gives five vacant lots, besides the build- 
ings, which rent for $240 a year. Mat 
will -pay 6 per cent on the whole lot. 
Now you have all you want to. build for 
city purposes, 

It seems as though a city could be 
managed “with the same discretion as 
personal affairs. We should not do any- 
thing for the present that will be a 
detriment to the future. Let us do 
business like men and not go into ex- 
travaigance as some others. Now act 
wise and the city will bless you in af- 
ter days. 

The reason I think that it is the best 
to put the city ‘hall, council hall and 
jail in the south part of the town is to 
encourage the people to build and fix up. 
Look at the north side. There is the 


high school, the Normal, the water 
tower, the railroad depot, the hase 
house, factories, mills, lumber yards 


and churches. We in the south have 
better ground to improve upon. Only 
give us a little pubiiic enterprise, Give 
us the city hall and you will see the 
south part of the town grow well. Let 
us not introduce any McLeod bill, nor 
change the city charter, nor give away 
any more of the city’s rignts to cor- 
porations. Let us manage public as we 
would private business. 

Now once more in regard to. the 
h@uses on Huron and Washington sts. 
In case you haye too much room for the 
city halj, there is a man in Philadelphia 
who wants some city to furnish a build- 
ing suitable for a, shirt factory, with 200 
Sewing machines, and agrees to empicy 
200 hands. So you see you could use 
any extra land or buildings for this

CLAIMS ACTION ILLEGAL. 


Germany Declares the Crowning of 
Tanus Is Clear Violation of 
the Samoan Act. 


Berlin, April 10.—Both Mr. White and 
the British ambassador, Sir Frank 
Lascellos, conferred with Baron von 
Buelow Saturday with reference to the 
latest Samoan developments. The Ger- 
man government earnestly urges the 
speedy appointment and dispatch of the 
commission so as to prevent further dif- 
ficulties. 

A foreign office official, empowered to 
speak for the government, tells a cor- 
respondent of the press that the ac- 
tion of the Americans and British is a 
clear violation of the Samoa act, that 
Germany intends to adhere to this 
view, that she considers the new gov- 
ernment of Samoa illegal and that she 
has so instructed her ambassadors at 
Washington and London. 

Berlin, April 10.—The National Zeit- 
ung, discussing the situation at Samoa, 
declares that all ‘changes which have 
occurred there since the middle of 
March are invalid and that the condi- 
tions established by the joint procla- 
mation of the consuls on January 4 are 
still legally in force. While admitting 
the “amicable attitude of the American 
government,” the National Zeitung 
says: 

“It must remain undecided for the preg- 
ent whether Admiral Kautz has assailed 
the honor of the German flag. If this should 
prove to be the case we have the fullest 
confidence in the ability of the govern- 
ment not only to keep the actual solution 
of the Samoan question in view, but also 


to secure adequate satisfaction for the real] 
interests of the German empire.”

CLAIMS ACTION ILLEGAL. 


Germany Declares the Crowning of 
Tanus Is Clear Violation of 
the Samoan Act. 


Berlin, April 10.—Both Mr. White and 
the British ambassador, Sir Frank 
Lascellos, conferred with Baron von 
Buelow Saturday with reference to the 
latest Samoan developments. The Ger- 
man government earnestly urges the 
speedy appointment and dispatch of the 
commission so as to prevent further dif- 
ficulties. 

A foreign office official, empowered to 
speak for the government, tells a cor- 
respondent of the press that the ac- 
tion of the Americans and British is a 
clear violation of the Samoa act, that 
Germany intends to adhere to this 
view, that she considers the new gov- 
ernment of Samoa illegal and that she 
has so instructed her ambassadors at 
Washington and London. 

Berlin, April 10.—The National Zeit- 
ung, discussing the situation at Samoa, 
declares that all ‘changes which have 
occurred there since the middle of 
March are invalid and that the condi- 
tions established by the joint procla- 
mation of the consuls on January 4 are 
still legally in force. While admitting 
the “amicable attitude of the American 
government,” the National Zeitung 
Says: | 

“It must remain undecided for the preg- 
ent whether Admiral Kautz has assailed 
the honor of the German flag. If this should 
prove to be the case we have the fullest 
confidence in the ability of the govern- 
ment not only to keep the actual solution 
of the Samoan question in view, but also 


to secure adequate satisfaction for the rea] 
interests of the German empire.” 


Washington, April 10, — The secre- 
tary of the navy has received the fol- 
lowing official advices confirmatory of 
the press dispatches of Friday: 

“San Francisco, April 8. — Secretary of 


the Navy, Washington: Malietoa Tanus 
installed as king on the 23d with appro- 


priate ceremonies. Report by mail. No 
fighting since the 21st.
